Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1965. 

The  vital  statistics,  shown  on  page  2,  are,  as  usual,  generally 
in  line  with  the  national  averages. 

Unfortunately,  there  was  a maternal  death  during  the  year, 
thus  breaking  a record  which  had  been  maintained  for  seventeen 
years. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  the  highest  since 
1948  and  double  the  figure  for  last  year.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
make  a detailed  analysis  of  these  births  but  the  necessary  information 
cannot  be  obtained.  As  is  well  known,  the  increase  in  illegitimacy 
is  a serious  national  problem. 

Several  cases  had  to  be  investigated  in  case  action  might  be 
required  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  However, 
in  all  cases  admission  to  an  institution  was  arranged  on  a voluntary 
basis  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  use  the  powers  of  compulsory 
removal  provided  under  the  Act. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  included  by  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Water  Supply  : — (Provided  by  the  Kesteven  Water  Board). 

This  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality.  Twenty 
samples  were  taken  from  the  Town  mains  and  found  to  be  satis- 
factory on  bacteriological  examination.  The  raw  water  is  sampled 
by  the  Water  Board’s  officials.  A report  of  chemical  analysis  is 
given  on  Page  12.  An  estimate  of  fluoride  content  carried  out  for 
the  Water  Board  gave  a figure  of  0.05  part  per  million.  No  evidence 
of  plumbo-solvent  action  is  known.  No  action  was  required  in 
respect  of  contamination.  All  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied 
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with  water  direct  from  mains  except  for  a very  few  which  are 
supplied  from  shallow  wells. 

Public  Swimming  Baths  : — 

There  are  two  open-air  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough, 
in  Dysart  Park  and  Wyndham  Park  (these  are  open  only  in  the 
summer).  Both  are  filled  with  water  taken  from  the  River  Witham. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  is  pumped  through  con- 
tinuously. Six  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  three  from  each 
bath,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  : — 

The  sewage  from  the  Borough  is  disposed  of  at  the  Borough 
Sewage  Farm,  Marston,  about  five  miles  away,  the  effluent  passing 
into  the  River  Witham.  The  system  is  adequate  in  that  it  provides 
sewage  disposal  by  water  carnage  for  almost  the  whole  town,  but 
the  sewage  farm  is  now  overloaded  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Borough  will  soon  have  a new  and  more  modern  sewage  works. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  : — 

There  are  none  in  the  town. 

A comprehensive  account  of  the  Department’s  work  in  the 
field  of  housing,  food  hygiene  and  other  environmental  matters 
follows  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I have  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  colleagues  in  other 
departments  and  all  in  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  interest,  courtesy  and  unfailing  help  throughout  the  year.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1965.  The  Department  was  fully  staffed  throughout  the  year  and 
consequently  extremely  good  progress  was  made  in  various  branches 
of  our  work  and  especially  towards  the  betterment  of  housing 
conditions.  In  particular,  a survey  of  163  houses  was  carried  out 
and  the  first  Improvement  Area  declared  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1964,  further  action  was  taken  to  clear  more  slum  dwellings,  and 
an  additional  Smoke  Control  Area  was  brought  into  operation  in 
July.  Special  attention  was  also  given  to  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  details  of  which  appear  later  in  this 
report.  From  the  statistics  appearing  under  the  various  headings 
which  follow  it  will  be  apparent  that  the  staff  has  been  engaged  to 
the  fullest  extent  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  zeal, 
hard  work  and  support.

OBSERVATIONS  : 

At  the  time  of  sampling  this  water  satisfied  the  standard  of  bacterial 

quality  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health;  this  water  was  also  of  suitable 

chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and  dairy  purposes. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

These  services  were  well  maintained  throughout  the  year  with 
collection  of  refuse  at  weekly  intervals  and  disposal  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Sudbrook.  A more  hygienic  method  of  refuse  collection  is 
desirable  and  to  achieve  this  the  replacement  of  dustbins  by  paper 
sacks  warrants  further  consideration.  Once  again  salvage  recovery 
showed  a marked  improvement  and  a greater  tonnage  of  waste 
paper  could  have  been  sold  by  encouraging  pre-separation  of  this 
material  at  dwelling  houses  if  an  adequate  depot  and  baling  press 
had  been  available.

As  in  previous  years  itinerant  dwellers  continued  to  frequent 
unpaved  highways  and  by-ways  in  the  town  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  problem  of  dealing  with  them  was  no  nearer  a solution. 
No  agreement  was  reached  between  the  County  Council,  the  West 
Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Borough  Council  upon  a 
suitable  site  for  them,  but  there  was  evidence  of  intense  local 
opposition  to  any  suggestions  of  establishing  a site  in  or  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Borough,  and  on  this  point  one  feels  that  the  views 
of  the  ratepayers  should  be  considered.  A majority  of  these  itinerant 
dwellers  are  not  true  Romanies  but  diddicoys  and  scrap  metal 
merchants  who  seem  to  be  well  aware  of  the  considerable  publicity 
which  has  been  given  to  them  and  appear,  therefore,  more  determined 
than  ever  to  flit  about  locally  from  one  unauthorised  site  to  another. 
Stronger  legal  powers  to  deal  with  occupiers  of  caravans  who  use 
unauthorised  sites  may  have  helped  to  solve  this  problem  a long 
time  ago.

Nine  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Eight  alleged  noise  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year, 
but  no  statutory  action  was  found  necessary.  In  three  cases  where 
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nuisance  arose  from  barking  dogs  at  night  time,  the  complainants 
were  advised  on  the  course  of  action  they  themselves  could  take.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Earlesfield  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  July,  1965.  It  covered  an  area  of  285  acres  containing 
250  houses,  two  schools,  one  factory  and  an  Army  Ordnance  Depot.

These  Orders  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1966;  no 
proposals  for  further  smoke  control  areas  had  been  put  forward  at 
the  end  of  the  year  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  but  further 
areas  will  be  considered  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  smoke  emission  from 
factory  premises. 


EXPLOSIVES  ACT,  1875 

56  persons  registered  their  premises  for  the  keeping  of  gun- 
powder or  mixed  explosives  and  inspections  were  made  of  50 
premises. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

From  the  statistics  which  follow  it  will  be  seen  that  121  premises 
received  an  initial  inspection  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  207 
premises  since  the  Act  came  into  operation;  when  it  is  considered 
that  in  addition  527  revisits  were  made  during  1965,  all  of  which  are 
time-consuming,  then  one  feels  that  good  progress  has  been  made  in 
implementing  the  Act  in  this  Borough.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
Abstracts  are,  or  should  be,  displayed  for  the  benefit  and  convenience 
of  employees,  the  complaints  received  about  non-compliance  with 
the  Act  were  negligible,  only  10  complaints  being  received;  these 
related  almost  wholly  to  lack  of  adequate  temperature  in  shops 
during  the  winter  months,  and  in  my  opinion  this  is  the  one  matter 
which  causes  more  concern  and  discomfort  to  employees  than  any 
other  point  covered  by  the  Act. 

190  letters  were  sent  out  requesting  compliance  with  the 
various  provisions  of  the  Act  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number 
which  had  been  totally  complied  with  was  44  and  most  of  the  others 
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were  receiving  attention.  Below  is  a summary  of  the  contraventions 
found,  some  of  which  would  have  no  direct  bearing  on  the  health 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  employees.

Our  experience  so  far  has  been  to  find  that  generally  most 
office  and  shop  employees  are  working  under  reasonably  satisfactory 
conditions  and  often  better  than  the  living  conditions  in  many 
dwellinghouses.  It  has  been  noted,  however,  that  more  attention 
should  be  paid  by  employers  to  matters  affecting  safety,  e.g.  provision 
of  handrails  to  staircases,  replacement  of  defective  floor  covering, 
etc.  5 minor  accidents  were  reported,  mainly  cuts  when  handling 
goods;  none  warranted  further  investigation. 

The  following  is  a report  on  lighting  standards,  made  in 
accordance  with  L. A.  Circular  9,  Supplement  1 . 

1.  In  general  the  standard  of  natural  lighting  is  poor  in  both 
offices  and  shops,  particularly  on  staircases  and  in  corridors. 
Natural  lighting  is,  of  course,  supplemented  by  electric  lighting 
which  appears  to  be  up  to  an  adequate  standard  in  most  cases. 
Artificial  lighting  is  relied  upon  almost  exclusively  in  the  design 
of  new  shops  in  the  Borough;  in  the  older,  smaller  shops  natural 
lighting  is  more  freely  available  although  the  standard  of  artificial 
lighting  is  often  lower  because  of  old,  inefficient  fittings  which  are 
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badly  positioned.  More  attention  is  given  to  artificial  lighting  in 
selling  areas  than  in  stockrooms,  passages  and  staircases.  However, 
no  complaints  were  made  to  the  Department  regarding  unsatisfac- 
tory lighting  in  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies.  The  following 
are  two  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  found. 

2.  Wholesale  Warehouse  (Building  Materials)  — a large  two-storey 
building  with  a basement.  Natural  lighting  was  virtually  non- 
existent except  just  inside  the  loading  doorways;  the  few  small 
windows  available  were  dirty.  Artificial  lighting  varied  between  5 
and  8 lumens  per  square  foot;  readings  were  taken  directly  below 
the  bare  tungsten  bulbs  and  were  the  maxima  obtainable.  Elsewhere 
there  was  insufficient  illumination  to  move  the  needle  of  the  light- 
meter.  The  firm  were  asked  to  improve  the  standard  of  lighting  and 
to  redecorate  the  walls. 

Office  (Agricultural  Advisers)  — a small  office  where  the  total 
hours  worked  by  the  typist/clerk  were  20  per  week  but  the  District 
Manager  visited  the  office  twice  a week  for  approximately  twelve 
hours.  The  firm  requested  exemption  in  writing  but  this  was  refused. 
In  the  office  area  (154  sq.  ft. ; 1540  cu.  ft.)  the  artificial  light  consisted 
of  two  75-watt  bulbs  which  were  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  room 
above  the  District  Manager’s  desk.  There  was  also  a double-hung 
sliding  sash  window  facing  north  in  front  of  which  the  typist’s  desk 
was  situated  and  an  opening  casement  placed  in  the  east  Wall,  the 
height  to  the  head  of  the  window  being  8 feet.  Artificial  lighting 
measured  at  the  desks  varied  between  4 and  6 lumens  per  square  foot. 
Natural  lighting  (at  2.30  p.m.  on  a bright  day  in  November)  varied 
between  12  and  14  lumens  per  square  foot  on  the  desks. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  any  legal  standard  no  specific  standards  of 
lighting  have  been  requested. 

4.  Instances  of  excessive  glare  have  not  been  noticed. 


During  the  month  of  November  six  office  premises  were 
inspected,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  lighting  standards.  The 
number  found  where  lighting,  either  natural  or  artificial,  in  lumens 
per  square  foot,  measured  where  work  was  done,  was  : —

The  Annual  Report  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Hawley,  Chief  County  Weights 
and  Measures  Inspector,  indicates  that  75  samples  were  taken  in  the 
Borough  and  that  action  taken  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  samples 
was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Pork  Sausage  — excessively  fat  (35%  fat,  30%  lean  meat) 
— the  vendor  was  advised  and  warned. 

(2)  Cheese  and  Butter  Spread  — contained  no  more  butterfat 
than  a normal  cheese  spread  — this  was  an  Irish  product;  the 
makers  agreed  to  improve  the  fat  content  and  have  done  so. 

(3)  Iced  Lollie  — contained  a small  quantity  of  saccharin  — al- 
though saccharin  is  forbidden  in  ice  cream,  it  may  be  used  in 
iced  lollies  if  declared  on  the  label.  In  this  case  it  was  not 
declared.  The  manufacturers  were  advised  to  make  the 
necessary  amendment  forthwith.

INSPECTION  OF  GENERAL  FOOD  PREMISES 

Visits  to  food  premises  were  carried  out  at  the  usual  regular 
intervals.

HOUSING  STATISTICS 

Housing  conditions  are  always  a major  concern  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  new  powers  contained  in  the  Housing  Act 
1964,  whereby  provision  of  bathrooms  in  Improvement  Area  dwell- 
ings may  be  enforced,  were  very  welcome,  although  the  legal 
procedure  laid  down  is  a cumbersome  one  involving  a considerable 
amount  of  work.  In  any  event  the  rate  of  progress  is  bound  to  be 
slow  as  the  pace  at  which  our  programme  of  improving  houses  will 
be  carried  out  must  inevitably  be  geared  to  the  number  of  building 
operatives  available  locally  for  this  type  of  work.  Even  persons 
wishing  to  voluntarily  improve  their  houses  are  experiencing  con- 
siderable delay  in  getting  such  work  done.  It  would  appear  that  the 
majority  of  personnel  in  the  building  trade  are  engaged  mainly  on 
new  house  building  projects.  Nevertheless,  we  proceeded  to  carry 
out  a survey  of  163  houses  with  a view  to  securing  improvements. 
106  dwellings  were  found  to  be  without  full  standard  amenities  and 
of  these  50  were  owner-occupied.  Service  of  appropriate  notices 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  Clearance  Areas  containing  a total  of  33  houses  were 
declared  during  the  year  and  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  respect 
of  all  three  areas  are  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Ministry.
